Isaac Walls, 20. of Near Carthage. 
Allowed to go on Good Behavior, 
Following Trial Today 


FOR ENCOURAGING YOUTHS 


Judge Sparks Warns of Third Ap­ 
pearance— Ernest Pitman Also on 
Trial on Larceny Charge 


Isaac Walls, age 20, of near <’ar- 
thagp, was arraigned this morning 
in Juvenile eourt on a charge of en­ 
couraging delinquency, upon whieli 
he was arre-ted last month, and the 
evidence was heard, resulting in the 
eourt giving: him another 
chance, 
with the warning that a 
sentence 
would he inflicted upon his uext ci­ 
tation to ap|tear in court. 
Following the disposal of this eas<* 
shortly before ten o’clock, the jury 
was brought in, and the ease of the 
state against Ernest Pitman charged 
with larceny, got under way, and wa 
occupying the court today. 
In the Juvenile court case, many 
witnesses were used, and the defend­ 
ant was charged with encouraging 
two boys living west of Carthage, to 
steal chickens, but the 
defendant 
denied the charge, and stated that 
one of the Imys had suggested the 
theft of the chickens. 
The defendant and one of 
the 
boys stopped along the road, near 
the residence of Clarence 
Henley, 
and the defendant was in the act of 
picking up two hens, according to 
his testimony, when his conscience 
told him not to do it, and 
he 
let 
them down. Mr. Henley saw him, ac­ 
cording to his testimony, 
and 
by 
agreement accepted $5 upon con­ 
dition that he would not report the 
circumstance. 
Judge Sparks lectured the youth, 
and told him that it was* not very 
often th*it he suspended a sentence 
uj*on the second visit to his eourt, 
ns Walls was already under a sus­ 
pended sentence for an alleged theft 
of coats from a church in Arlington. 
Judge Sparks stated that he did 
not hold the youth responsible for 
giving the man the money, hut stat­ 
ed that the man had committed a 
penitentiary offense by accepting it, 
or entertaining 
s u c h an offer. 
Before suspending the 
sentence. 
Judge Sparks warned the youth that 
there would not l>e any suspenion for 
his third appearance in court. 
Walls, it will he recalled, is the 
memlier of Company C\, Rushville’s 
national guard unit, who was shot 
ami seriously wounded by a com­ 
panion at the Staunton coal 
fields, 
while on military duty last fall. He

Perhaps the most serious difficul­ 
ty in the existing industrial system, 
is the lack of regular operation in 
many forms of production. It may 
not be possible to prevent occasional 
business depressions. But periods of 
idleness and part operation are too 
much of a regular thing with many 
concerns and industries. Any bus­ 
iness running on such a basis is 
producing at a higher expense than 
would lie necessary if it could stab­ 
ilize its operations. 
Periods of unemployment create 
labor unresf. If wnge earners find 
that they must lie idle some weeks 
or months each year, they demand 
rates of pay sufficient to 
support 
them when they have no work. This 
adds to ffie price of their products 
and services. 
Irregular operation of the indus­ 
tries i< partly due to unavoidable 
weather and seasonal conditions. Yet 
it is exaggerated by the habits of the 
people. The tendency of the public 
to do things all at one time and buy 
from hand to mouth tends to make 
business run by fits and >tarts. 
Much more coal, for 
instance, 
could just as well lie bought in the 
spring, which would help make pro­ 
duction costs lower. The building 
industry could Ik* made more efficient 
iri many sections, if more people 
would have repair and improvement 
work done in 
the winter, 
which 
would lie jierfectly practical on many 
jobs.

The ru le to follow in transplanting 
seedlings is to mov e them as soon as 
the leav es tou ch. The first 
trans­ 
planting *hOu ld he done when 
the 
first pair of tru e leav es appear. If 
they are not placed at su fficient dis­ 


tance, and often it is not conv enient 
to do so at this time, beeanse of lack 
of space indoors or in the hotlied, 
he prepared to mov e them when the 
dev eloping leav es tou ch. If y ou do 
not, they will begin to spindle in the 
stru ggle to reach the su nlight. 
The percentage of loss is greater 
as the plants attain size, .bu t early 
transplantings go a long way to ob­ 
v iate this loss by dev eloping strong
